The relief by road was also 
held up due to the collapse of 
an xmall bridge, about 500 yards 
north of Shatin Station. It was 
at this point that a pri- 
vate motor car, driven by 
‘Dr. Farr, with Mr. H. 4H. 
‘Beddow as passenger, plunged 
into the gap. Fortunately neither 
was injured;.but both had narrow 
escapes. ° 

Long Distance. 

This collapse held up all traffic 
bringing relicf and supplies to 
help with the rescue work, and 
from this point, flares, stretchers, 
etc., had to be carried a distance 
of about two miles to the second 
crossing and then another three- 
quarters of a mile up the line to 
the scene of the accident. 

The narrow space on top of the 
embankment greatly hampered 
the rescue party in their work. 
and care had to be taken to 
avoid missing a foot hold 
and falling far below into mud 
and slime. But willing workers, 
although hampered, rendercd 
valuable assistance to those who 
were imprisoned ‘in the debris, 
and the work of rescue carried on 
throughout the night. 

Fortunate Circumstance, 

It was, indeed, fortunate that 
a locomotive could be sent from 
the Taipo end and proved in- 
valuable in conveying many cf 
the injured to Taipo and Fanling, 
where they were housed for the 
nignt. 

The road from Castle Peak was 
impassible al more points than 
one owing to further landslides 
and washouts, and supplies were | 
thus delayed whilst the return 
journey was accomplished and 
the Shatin road attempted. 

Further disappointment await- 
ed them just beyond Shatin Sta- 
tion where they encountered a 
fleet of private cars, public vehi- 
cles, fire engines and ambulances. 

Kind Assistance, . 

The only means of rapid com- 
munication - between this point 
and the second crossing was 
kindly supplied by Mr. A. el 
Arculli, solicitor, who untiringly 
drove ‘his car backward and for- 
ward throughout the night. Al- 
though a small car, it was found 
possible to convey stretcher cases 
to the waiting ambulances, which 
were instantly despatched to the 
Kowloon Hospital. 

We also learned __ that 
Mr. Arculli had- telephoned 
for launches to convey medical 
supplies, etc., and proved himself 
a man of remarkable foresight in 
an emergency.

No Infringement of Golf 


Ball Design. 


Mr. Justice Farwell gave judg- 


the action by 
Dunlop Rubber Company, Limited, 


squares or indentations on a golf 
ball. They alleged that the de- 
fendants had put on the market golf 
balls which had.markings similar to 
those in the plaintiffs’ registered 
design, especially thoee called “Pen- 
fold” and “Bromford.” . 

The defendants alleged that the 
plaintiffe’ golf balls as-sold were 
not marked strictly according to the 
registered design; that the plain- 
tiffs’ design did not in fact differ 


{materially from other markings on 


golf balls in use before the regis- 
tration of the plaintiffs’ design; 
that the plaintiffs’ golf balls-as sold 
were not marked with the prescrib- 
ed words or figures denoting re- 
gistration; and that the defendante’ 
golf balls did not in fact infringe 
the plaintiffe’ design.

We 
look longer and we see slave-making 
and warfare. Among the termites 
the exaggeration of maternity is 
almost grotesque when the single 
queen lays eggs at the rate of sixty 
per minute for days and weeks on 
end. , 

“In other forms of life there may 
be found such over-sexing of the 
males that they have not room for 
even a food'canal, The red flag 
flaps when we sre confronted with 
pigmy parasillc males, . carried 
about by thelr mates, and entirely 
dependent on them for sustenance. 
In certain communities of ants and 
termites there are ‘physogastric’ 
guests, which have lost eyes’ and 
wings in the course of their in- 
dividual. life, being the victims of 
an over-sheltered ‘life, an over- 
generous hospitality, and a depress- 
ing stuffiness. of environment. 

“Such are samples of ‘the red 
flags’ in the animal world, surely 
suggestive of warnings to man, 
surely giving us hints towards a 
better understanding of the origin 
of evils. 


“Beauty and Health.” 


“Yet this illustration of red flags 
or warnings must not obscure the 
larger fact that the animal world 
attains in many ways to an excel- 
lence that mankind may well envy. 
Apart from man’s intereferences 
there 1e almost no disease in wild 
nature; throughout. the animal 
world there {s an exuberance of 
positive health, There is a practi- 
cal omnipresence of beauty. Sex 
pathology is very rare, and the 
animal love making is often at a 
high aesthetic level. Through the 
ages ‘there has been selection of 
types with nimblé wits and the raw 
materials of the virtues, Such as- 
pects, as well as those of genetics, 
deserve the attention of the wise 
eugenist.””

Captain Harry Geor ze Grey, 
R.N., whose death has taken 
place-at Putney in his 79th year, 
was a cousin of Viscount Grey of 
Fallodon, and heir, presumptive 
to the baronetcy. 

He was the son of Mr. Charles 
S. Grey and grandson of the Hon. 
Sir George Grey, first baronét. 

Captain Grey saw much ser- 
vicé‘in the East Indies in the 
early seventies in, connection 
with the suppression of the Slave 
Trade. He was employed on boat 
service for a long time, and in 
1874 was. awarded the bronze 
medal-of the Royal Humane So- 
ciety for gallantry in saving 2 
man who had fallen’ over- 
board in shark-infested waters.

NOVEL “RADIO CITY” 


FAMOUS CITY OF SKYSCRAPERS 
LOOKS TO TELEVISION. 


{By C. E, Butterfield] 
. New York, Mar. 11. 

Broadcasting, for which New 
York’s “Radio City” is named, will 
Inaugurate this huge proposed en- 
tertainment centre, . 

Newest in the amusement field, 
this faat-expanding enterprisé is 
to be the first tenant of the 
yignntic group of Buildings that 
will bring to the Fifth Avenue dis- 
trict an elaborate theatrical and 
radio set-up. ‘ 

Radio City 


is the stretch over 


to Glat Street and from Fifth to 
Sixth Avenue, facing on Fifth. 
Tentative plans. provide: that 
the 65-storey skyscraper, the cen- 
trat structure of nine, new home 
of the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany, is to be among the first 
completed. It is to be ready about 
May 1,-1938, with the entire ‘city’ 
in operation by 1984 or 1935. 
Thus, with radio as the keynote, 
there will be grouped together the 


recording and movie-making. 

In keeping with the progress of 
television, which by the tlme Radio 
City is ready is expected to be 
developer on- a nation-wide basis, 
this art may give the city its 
trade mark. 

There are plans under con- 
sideration to place .the high 
antenna towers and the trans- 
mitter for radio pictures on the 
roof of the highest structure. 

Three of the buildings will be 
skyscrapers. Flanking the central 
65-storey NBC headquarters will 
be two 45-storey ‘office buildings. 
Two theatres, oné~for “movies and 
sound seating 6,000, and the other 
for vaudeville and other spectacles 
to seat 4,000, have been determin- 
ed upon. : 

An opera house also is to be 
included: Whether it is to be oc- 
cupied by the Metropolitan Opera 
Company remains to be decided, 
but negotiations are under way. 

Facing Fifth Avenue is to be a 
shopping and‘banking building of 
oval construction in contrast to the 
square lines of the city. 

Besides NBC, which with ita 27 
studios will have the ‘first 12 floors 
of the 65-storey building, there will 
be. provision for the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, Radio-Keith- 
Orpheum and R. C. A, Photophone. 
| Television is.to be given every 
attention in the construction de- 
tails for the NBC quarters, ac- 
cording to. M. H. Aylesworth, pre- 
sident of the network. 

He explained that his part of

NEW INSTRUMENT. 


TELEVISION READY TO GO 
“ON AIR.” 


[By C. E. Butterfield.] 


Is television about ready ~ “to 
break” in reality? : 

That's a question the noxt few 
months ean decide, but the bits of 
information gathered here and 
there tend to indicate something 
real is “in the air.” 

How the introduction is. to be 
made is difficult to forecast ac- 
curately, but there is little doubt 
that it will come through the 
activities of the nation-wide net- 
works, National and Columbia. 

Hints at moves behind the 
scenes indicate that no little pre- 
parntion is under way for the day 
when ‘television, other than on an 
“experimental basis"——the phrase 
used in describing present trans- 
missions being made by a few sta- 
tions, is introduced. . 

Every once in a while a word or 
two crops up about contracts of 
radio entertainers. The word 
“television” often is included as 
one of the stipulations in the 
papers they sign for broadcast ap- 
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nearances. It would scem that tho 
persona hiring radio artistes havo 
information about the nearness of 
television that is not generally 
availnble. . 

_* ele 

Speaking of. activities behind 
the scenes, It can be stated that 
the television equipment with 
which ‘the CBS network is to 
conduct ita vision experiments, now 
is in the Camden laboratories of 
RCA-Victor, where it is under- 
going o thorough checking. It can 
be added that the apparatus was 
made at the General Electric fac- 
tory in Schenectady, N. Y., and 
represents the first television 
transmitter built in the plants of 
the RCA associated companies 
solely for commercial purposes. 

How soon this equipment will bo 
in the New York studios of CBS 
depends upon the time required for 
the checking up st Camden. It 
should not take more than a week, 
and CBS probably was on the 
air within the time atipulated in 
the construction permit, April 16.

outside jobs because of the, rough 
treatment to which the pickup 
device was subjected, 
It is only recently that a com- 
plete amplifying and a microphone 
equipment has been condensed to 
three contalners.—Assocjated Press.

MADEIRA STILL IN 
STATE OF REVOLT. 


Portuguese Forces May 
Attack the Island. 


PROTECTION FOR BRITONS. 


2 Rugby, Yesterday. 

Answering Commons questions 
regarding the present situation in 
Madeira, the Foreign Secretary, 
Mr. Arthur Henderson, stated that 
rebel forces continue in odcupation 
of the Island and the British 
cruiser “London” remained in the 
port of Funchal for the protection 
of British subjects. and property. 
An Expeditionary . Force recently 
sent from Portugal was diverted to 
deal with the outbreak in. the 
Azores and it now reported that

Over Manufacture. 


WORLD'S NEEDS EXCEEDED. 


Cairo, Yesterday. 

In view of the announced in- 
tention of the Turkish Govern- 
ment to'establish a monopoly for 
the manufacture of drugs and 
overtake three existing factories 
in Constantinople from Septem- 
ber next, the opium figures pub- 
lished by the Turkish Govern- 
ment are eloquent. 

The Turkish ‘opium crop is 
estimated at 480,000 kilos an- 
nually, of which 400,000 kilos is 
exported. — 
Ifthe whole crop were con- 
verted into morphine this repre- 
sents 66 | tons of morphine an- 
nually, whereas the legitimate 
world requirements according to 
the League of Nations experts 
are only 10 tons annually. One 
ton of heroin is calculated to 
equal 100,000,000 doses. 
Seven kilos. of Turkish opium 
cost £10 and produce one kilo of 
morphine, the sale price of which 
is about £30. Constantinople fac- 
tories last month reported total 
stocks of 1,995 kilos of heroin and 
600 kilos of morphine.—Reuter,
